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What a Difference a Year Makes 


PRESIDENT S MESSAGE 


One year ago, I was writing this message just after the 
earthshaking events of Sept. 11, and now, writing 
twelve months later, I think it’s safe to say that no one 
could have predicted the events of the past year. In 
addition to the ongoing war on terrorism, the country 
has weathered a downturn in the economy and record 
slides in the financial markets. 


Proudly, Juniata has also weathered difficult challenges 
and in many cases exceeded its goals for making the 
College one of the top institutions in the country. 
Many of these goals were attained with the help of one 
of the finest volunteer groups in the nation—our 
alumni, families and friends. 


As you will read in the report’s opening stories, our 
volunteer programs are models for other institutions. 
One of our strengths is our alumni participation, 
particularly in creating or offering internships. For 
example, Ronald Blanck ’63, president of the 
University of North Texas medical school, hosted 
Kathryn Gleason ’03 as an intern, and Dave Brown ’77, 
hosted two IT students—Steve Brink ’03 and Dave 
Wise ‘03—at Sarasota Memorial Hospital in Florida 
this summer. In the article “Connectivity” (see page 
8), read about other alumni active in our internship 
programs. Also in that article, discover how our all- 
volunteer class fund agents helped Juniata have one 

of its best fund-raising years ever, bringing in 
$10,093,000, just about $7,400 below the College’s 
record-breaking year in 2000. In a year in which our 
expectations of personal and economic security were 
turned topsy-turvy, this achievement is a testament to 
the dedication of our volunteers, staff and most impor- 
tantly our loyal donors. 


Our enrollment has topped our expectations for the 
third straight year, rising to 1,345, including 401 new 
students this year, which in turn exceeded our goal of 
375 incoming students. In addition to the superb work 
of the Juniata admissions office and the financial aid 
office, these statistics also reflect the work of two of 
Juniata’s top volunteer programs: the Juniata 
Admissions Ambassadors and the Parent-Alumni 
Career Team (PACT). Both these programs are driven 
by dedicated, enthusiastic alumni who effortlessly 
espouse the advantages of attending the College to 
prospective students. 


Other volunteer programs, such as the Alumni 
Council and PACT mentor programs, ensure that our 


students are supported and challenged by opportuni- 
ties during their stay here. The success of these efforts 
is evident in Juniata’s near record 89 percent retention 
rate for the 2001-2002 freshman class. Our success is 
traceable to a triumvirate of talented students, 
dedicated faculty 
and staff and 
high-achieving 
alumni willing to 
give Juniata the 
benefit of their 
experience and a 
few volunteer 
hours every year.

College’s Volunteers Build Can-Do Reputation 


Americans love to volunteer, whether the 
opportunity comes at a PIA meeting or at 
work, and that spirit of helpfulness helps 
explain the success of Juniata, where the 
College’s alumni keep their alma mater strong 
and competitive by working as advisers, 
counselors, recruiters and in any other job 
where help is needed. 


Such a vibrant can-do attitude certainly was in 
evidence at the College’s second Volunteer 
Leadership Training Conference (VLTC), held 
Aug. 2-4 at the College. Working through one 
of the hottest weekends of the summer, 75 
volunteer leaders, including 29 first-time 
attendees, came to workshops where volunteer 
groups mapped out strategic plans and objec- 
tives for each of the College’s volunteer areas. 


“The first conference in 2001 really was 
designed to introduce participants to Juniata’s 
strategy about volunteers,” 


explains Michelle 
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Corby, director of alumni relations. “This year, 
the volunteers were able to strengthen the 
structure of all the groups while the energy was 
more focused on establishing objectives.” 


“If you convince just 10 percent of alumni to 
give of their time you will have a powerful 
voluntary mechanism that helps the entire 
organization,” says Karen Heart 88, associate 
director of clinical operations at Wyeth 
Pharmaceuticals and a member of the VLTC 
steering committee. “Ten percent of our alumni 
means 1,100 people who have a passion for 
Juniata can convince students or other people 
how the College made us who we are today.” 


The conference was run entirely by volunteers. 
It opened its workday with workshops on team 
building and effective communication, both 
taught by alumni volunteers, Pat Shope 93 and 
Nathan Wagoner ’80. Next on the agenda was a 
panel discussion with College administrators,

including President Tom 
Kepple, Jim Lakso, provost, 
Bill Alexander ’66, vice presi- 
dent for finance and opera- 
tions, and John Hille, vice 
president for advancement. In 
the afternoon, volunteers 
joined workshops to plan 
objectives for one of 12 
Affinity Groups, the Parent- 
Alumni Career Team (PACT), 
Regional Clubs and Reunion 
Committees.

director of alumni relations, 
the second VLTC was praised 
for its forward-looking vision. 


“The VLTC is designed to 
train volunteers to manage 
large numbers of other volun- 
teers, which is a very special 
skill—and to help make it 
easy for people to take that 
first step to volunteer for the 
College,” Hille says. “We can- 
not force people to care about 
Juniata. We can only find vol- 
unteers, give them resources 
and support them. Our staff 
cannot reach into every poten- 
tial community to recruit stu- 
dents or offer an internship 
opportunity, but our alumni 
volunteers can, and their 
enthusiastic response has been 
tremendous.” 


Hille explains how Juniata has 
benefited from volunteer 
enthusiasm by pointing out 
that the Colleges Uncommon 
Outcomes Campaign has 
raised nearly $80 million 
using approximately 3 percent 
overhead (which includes 
employee time and associated 
expenses), whereas the aver-

age overhead expenses for a 
capital campaign are between 
12 to 17 percent. “The savings 
of more than $6 million made 
possible by volunteer service 
has resulted in more funds fOr 
scholarships, programs and 
capital projects,” Hille says. 


Corby also credits key volun- 
teers who attended the first 
VLTC with providing the 
vision to map out where the 
College’s volunteers should be 
utilized. By participating on 
the VLTC steering committee 
and within other volunteer 
groups, many volunteers were 
able to move projects forward 
or suggest planning initiatives 
that strengthened the College’s 
educational mission. 


Dan O'Sullivan ’64, a retired 
lieutenant colonel in the U.S. 
Army, had volunteered on his 
reunion committee and served 
on the Alumni Council when 
he volunteered to help with 
the first VLTC conference and 
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Saville Scheler, left, father of Juniata 
student Sean Scheler ‘05, and 

Debbie Donahue, mother of student 
Nathan Leach ‘03, talk over plans for a

served on the steering com- 
mittee for the second confer- 
ence. The former administra- 
tive and training officer has 
been instrumental in helping 
organize volunteer programs. 


“People want to be a part of 
Juniata and they are seeing 
new ways to become involved, 
such as affinity groups,” 
O’Sullivan says. “We do have 
to make sure we develop these 
programs in a timely manner. 
We have to make sure we are 
ready to use volunteers as they 
come forward in the areas 
they are interested in.” 


Amy Chamberlin ’94, director 
of social services for the 
Community Action 
Commission in Harrisburg, 
became more involved with 
the College through her 
participation in the Central 
Pennsylvania Alumni Club. 
She had organized a Graduates 
of the Last Decade event for 
the club and was interested in 
keeping connected to the 
college. “I went to the first 
VLTC because I was becoming 
more involved and I wanted 
guidance on how to do this 
and to meet more alumni,” 
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she says. “I was really 
impressed by the agenda of 
the second conference and its 
focus on putting planning into 
action. The momentum they 
have built up will help keep 


the entire program going.” 


“Where Juniata is unique is in 
the number of areas we offer 
opportunities to volunteer,” 
Corby says. “Most institutions 
have three or four volunteer 
areas such as career services, 
admissions or regional 
activities.” 


Michael Martin ’77, a 
Pittsburgh-based financial 
investment consultant, saw 
the VLTC as an opportunity to 
find out what was happening 
at the College and, more 
importantly for him, as a 
conduit for working with the 
Juniata community. 


“This program struck me as 
being very unique—lots of 
organizations out there work 
with volunteers, but I had 





never seen any organization 
trying to develop volunteers to 
assume fairly major responsi- 
bilities in the organization,” 
Martin says. As a result, 
Martin has volunteered to 
help out with the Pittsburgh 
Regional Club and with 
Juniata Alumni Ambassadors 
in the Pittsburgh area. He also 
was impressed at how Web 
and media technology was 
used at the conference to 
provide training opportunities 
for other volunteers. 


“The bottom line point to this 
effort is that alumni, perhaps 
more than any other group, 
are the best at selling the 
Juniata experience, but how 
do you get them focused at 
moving toward that goal?” he 
asks. “The volunteer program 
and the VLTC conferences are 
a very neat and effective way 
of doing that. It’s a very 
powertul tool.” 


CHALLENGING THE STATUS Quo 


Juniata’s Alumni Council Volunteers Focus on the Future 


“They're leaders and partners with us,” Michelle 
Corby, director of alumni relations, says suc- 
cinctly. “They let us know what alumni are going 
to do for the College and they advise us on the 
best way to establish connections to students, 
future students and families.” 


Corby is talking about one of the College’s most 
intense, most enthusiastic and most resourceful 
volunteer groups, the Alumni Council. 
Comprised of 21 alumni nominated to the coun- 
cil as well as three student representatives and a 
faculty representative, the council’s mission is 
simple—to keep alumni connected to the 
College and to help maintain and improve 
Juniata’s educational excellence. 


“I've observed alumni councils at a number of 
institutions and our Alumni Council is by far 
more proactive and energetic,” says Tom Kepple, 
Juniata president. “The difference between 
Juniata’s alumni council and other colleges is 


that they are taking responsibility to lead them- 
selves. They actively seek out interesting things 
to do, and then do them. It’s that simple.” 


Juniata’s Alumni Council has been an active part 
of the College for decades, starting in the 1930s 
under the leadership of Harold B. Brumbaugh. 
Among the early traditions started by the council 
was Alumni Week in 1931, which eventually 
morphed into Alumni Weekend, and the estab- 
lishment in 1936 of The Alumni Bulletin 
(renamed the Juniata Magazine in 1999). These 
two tools were the College’s primary vehicles of 
communication with alumni. 


The council historically played an advisory role, 
participating in meetings with College adminis- 
trators and offering comments on developments 
and policies implemented by Juniata. The coun- 
cil still performs those duties at three meetings 

per year on campus: Family Weekend, a winter 

meeting and Alumni Weekend. However, the 
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council’s portfolio has vastly 
expanded as the group and 
alumni have embraced the 
concept of volunteering for 
Juniata. 


The council’s move toward 
more proactive programs began 
in the early 1990s under 
Alumni Council presidents 
Ron Seiler ’77 (1996-97) and 
Jim Tufano ’62 (1997-98), who 
started the Parent-Alumni 
Career Team (PACT) program. 


“My question when I came on 
the Alumni Council in 1994 
was ‘What does the Alumni 
Council do?” says Jodie 
Monger Gray ’88, now an 
alumni Trustee and council 
president from 1998 to 1999. 
“The administration was very 
eager to have us involved, and 
had always been hopeful that 
alumni would become more 
involved.” 


Encouraged by the response of 
the administration under then- 
Juniata president Robert Neff, 

the council began reorganizing

itself and its priorities. The 
group formed committees and 
organized an off-campus retreat 
to set priorities and goals. 


In 1998, the council, under 
Gray's leadership, asked the 
College’s alumni to find five 
hours per year to volunteer in 
some way for Juniata. “We felt 
that everybody is busy in their 
own careers, but that five 
hours a year was manageable,” 
Gray recalls. “We also knew 
that if every person did a little 
bit, it would add up to a lot 
over time.” 


By 2000, under president Mark 
Miller 80, Gray’s volunteer 
doctrine had become policy at 
the College, so much so that 
President Kepple encouraged 
the alumni relations office to 
apply to the Teagle Foundation 
for a grant to support volun- 
teer leadership at the College. 
The College received the 
$250,000 grant in 2001, 
enabling the alumni relations 
office to expand its staff with a 
full-time administrative assis- 
tant and a part-time adminis- 
trator, and providing financial 
resources for mailings and 
marketing. 


Every year since 1996, the 
council has established new 
programs designed to make 


communications between 
alumni and the College more 
efficient. The Juniata College 
Alumni NewsGroup, founded 
by volunteer Jodie Monger 
Gray, sends news from the 
College out to more than 1,400 
subscribers. The council 
started the College’s winter 
Senior Dinner, where graduat- 
ing seniors receive an initial 
contact from the Alumni 
Association, as well as the 
Faculty Reception on Alumni 
Weekend in June. Another 
event, the fall Legacy 
Reception, also uses input from 
the Alumni Council. 


Other initiatives included a 
very effective mentor program, 
started by Michael Lehman 794, 
council president from 2000 to 
2001, and the establishment of 
a Regional Outreach 
Committee. 


“It was better defined and there 
was synergy between every- 
body involved,” Gray says of 
the growth of the council’s 
responsibilities. “It blossomed 
into this spectacular alumni 
association where everybody 
tries to add new pieces to the 
mission. All too often we are 
too busy to become part of the 
community where we live, but 
the Juniata community is there 
for all of us.” 


Corby credits Lehman with 
leading the council through the 
administration and develop- 
ment of the Teagle grant. He 
also asked the council to make 
a strategic plan and set its own 


objectives for each year. 
“When we sat down to compile 
our objectives the end results 
were very much on track with 
the Teagle grant,” says 
Lehman, now completing a 
master’s degree in business 
administration at the 
University of Leeds. “The most 
important thing about setting 
our goals was getting a struc- 
ture in place that could be 
replicated year after year.” 


One of the council’s most far- 
reaching objectives was the 
establishment of regional clubs 
in Pittsburgh, the Philadelphia 
area and the Baltimore- 
Washington, D.C. areas, as 
well as the establishment of a 
calendar of at least four events 
for each of the new clubs. 
Lehman says much of the 
council’s activism can be traced 
to bringing in key individuals 
who saw specific ways to 
contribute to Juniata’s mission.

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He also says increased interest 
from relatively recent College 
alumni have helped to energize 
College initiatives. 


Current president Ty Furman 
‘00 sees no reason why the 
strides made by previous coun- 
cils should not continue, 
despite the fact that the finan- 
cial support provided by the 
Teagle grant will end in August 
2003. “We look at ourselves 
like an umbrella, where key 
administration members and 
students are involved in every 
program and we have to identi- 
fy the high-value programs and 
ensure that those programs are 
maintained,” Furman says. 
“We have to evolve from vol- 
unteers to managers and make 
sure the infrastructure and 
tools are in place to succeed.” 


Furman says one of the 
council’s priorities this year 
will be to find ways to incorpo- 
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rate parents into many of the 
College’s volunteer programs. 
He also wants to increase the 
number of PACT volunteers 
and build on the College’s 
regional alumni efforts. 


“Alumni Council has become 
more focused and we’re better 
at looking at the big picture,” 
he says. “We've been able to 
identify where we will be the 
most valuable for Juniata and 
continue to work toward 
those goals.” 


“There is a sense of community 
when you come to Juniata that 
is integral to how the College 
functions,” Corby explains. 
“Those values translate nicely 
into a tradition of volunteerism 
that has always been part 

of Juniata.” 
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One of the central reasons behind Juniata’s 
success as an educational institution is the 
College’s collective philosophy of allowing its 
students, faculty and employees to approach 
their goals—be it a medical school admission, 
tenure or a creating a new Web page—in a way 
that reflects not an impassive, faceless institu- 
tional policy, but rather a warm, personal 
approach sprinkled with individual style. 


To be sure, the College has loads of official pro- 
grams, most of them using alumni volunteers in 
creative ways. But what differentiates Juniata 
from many other colleges and universities is its 
willingness to allow alumni, faculty or staff to 
follow individual—and sometimes idiosyncrat- 
ic—paths to remain connected to Juniata. 


“We have found a number of ways to use one of 
the most proactive and enthusiastic alumni 
associations I’ve ever been associated with,” 
says Tom Kepple, Juniata president. “Our

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alumni office and various alumni groups have 
been very successful at channeling this enthusi- 
asm into official programs, while taking care 
not to dilute original thinking and while allow- 
ing people to create their own ways of honoring 
their alma mater.” 


Of course this philosophy relates directly to the 
College’s central educational tenet—the 
Program of Emphasis. The POE provides the 
opportunity for students to decide for them- 
selves much of what they will study. Juniata, 
realizing that students take education more 
seriously when they have an opportunity to 
mold their own course of study, believes that 
same individualism inspires its graduates to 
remain in contact and in many cases work 
diligently to maintain Juniata’s pursuit of 
excellence. 


Many alumni choose to maintain ties to the 
College by sponsoring internships for current 









Juniata students. According to 
Darwin Kysor, director of 
career services, many alumni 
participate in the College's 
official internship programs, 
but a significant number also 
offer students internships 
through departments or on an 
individual basis. For example, 
Gregory Stahl ‘84, associate 
professor in the department of 
anesthesiology, perioperative 
and pain medicine at Brigham 
and Women's Hospital at 
Harvard Medical School, hires 
a Juniata student intern every 
summer. Peter Marzio ’65, 
executive director of the 
Houston Museum of Fine 
Arts, provided a summer 
internship for Erin Pohronezni 
‘02 by working directly with 
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the College’s art history 
department. College Trustees 
also readily volunteer to host 
interns. For example, Mary 
White ’73, president and chief 
executive officer of Swedish 
Medical Center in Denver, 


Colo., has hosted Kenzie 
Leung ’01, an international 
student from Hong Kong, and 
Abby White ’04, a junior from 
Indiana, Pa., as summer 
interns. Former Irustee 
Charles Brown Jr. 59, presi- 
dent judge in the Centre 
County Court of Common 
Pleas, also has offered many 
internships to Juniata 
students. Ron Blanck ’63, 
president of the University of 
North Texas Medical School 
also sponsors summer interns. 


“We have about 225 students 
working in internships 
throughout the year,” Kysor 
estimates. “We also can have 
25 to 50 students working in 
internships they have arranged 
through alumni, faculty or 
personal connections as well.” 


Kysor says the number of 
students completing intern- 





ships has risen dramatically 
since 1996. In 1996, 60 
students completed summer 
internships. This year 140 
students worked as interns. 
For-credit internships that 
students complete during the 
academic year also have 
increased. In 2000, 65 percent 
of Juniata students completed 
a for-credit internship. By 
2001, that figure had 
increased to 70 percent. 


Kysor also credits the Parent- 
Alumni Career Team program 
with creating another way for 
alumni to volunteer for the 
College. The career services 
office has more than 500 
alumni in its database and 
allows each alumnus or 
alumna to create opportunities 
for current students in their 
own way, which can include 
acting as a mentor or estab- 
lishing an internship. For

example, Eric Kofmehl, the 
father of Scott Kofmehl ’03, a 
senior from Pittsburgh, has 
helped students find intern- 
ships in the Pittsburgh area. 


“One of the benefits of work- 
ing with alumni and parents is 
that they have a commitment 
to Juniata that other employ- 
ers dont,” Kysor explains. 
“They have a personal interest 
in having the intern do well.” 


Personal interest in Juniata 
and personal communication 
style also has been a hallmark 
of the College’s class fund 
agent program for The Juniata 
Fund. Marsha Hartman ’70, 
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starting another alumni news group 


director of The Juniata Fund, 
says the success of the 
program and the College’s 
uncommonly high participa- 
tion rate is directly related to 
giving each agent free rein to 
communicate with classmates 
in a style that makes them feel 
most comfortable. 


“The whole point of having 
class fund agents is to allow 
classmates to use their own 
perspective to engage people 
in the process of helping 
Juniata,” she says. “If we just 
wanted to deliver the College 
mantra, we could send out a 
letter ourselves.” 





Hartman says many class fund 
agents use unique approaches 
to increase participation in the 
Juniata Fund. Jeffrey 
Fetterman 91, uses e-mail, 
while Eric and Karen Biddle 
°82, do their class fund agent- 
work as a couple. Several 
agents use unique letter-writ- 
ing methods. William 
Carpenter ’52, writes his letter 
in the form of an acronym 
spelling out JUNIATA. Here's a 
sample: 
Joining the alumni faithful 
Uplifting the academic 
programs 
Narrowing the financial 
restraints 
...and so on. 


Hartman says humor always is 
an effective tool to create par- 
ticipation. Bruce Davis ’65, 
executive director of the 
Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences, usually 
makes his letter hilariously 
memorable. An excerpt: 


“There will be phone calls. 
The first call will be from 
some polite little sophomore 
from the College. A gentle 
nudge for the absent minded. 
The second call—and it’s hard 
to conceive of anyone needing 
a second call—will be from 
one of our own class mem- 
bers. I haven't decided who 
yet, but I’m looking for some- 
one with a rough tongue and a 
twisted genius for gossip. You 
don’t want to know about the 
third phone call. All I can 
report here is that the caller 
will be quite, quite large and 


will be phoning from very 
near your house.” 


Although the Juniata College 
Alumni NewsGroup is less 
humorous than Davis’ letters, 
the service excels at its mis- 
sion—keeping alumni in tune 
with events in and around 
Juniata. Started in 1996 by 
Trustee Jodie Monger Gray 
‘88, the group has more than 
1,400 subscribers. Delivered 
weekly during the school year, 
the NewsGroup distributes 
College news releases and 
sports news, as well as 
announcements from the 
alumni relations office. 


“It has not only been a great 
tool to keep people connected 
to the College but it has 
become a great forum for 
ideas,” Gray says. Those who 
would like to join the 


NewsGroup can send an 
e-mail to: drgray@erols.com or 
sign up at www.juniata.edu. 
Gray also hopes to start 
another news group fOcused 
on alumni who are pursuing 
business careers. 


Gray’s effort to spin off a suc- 
cessful enterprise into another 
incarnation is mirrored in the 
success of the College’s 
regional clubs. “Not everyone 
can get back to Juniata, so we 
decided we would take Juniata 
to them,” says Michelle Corby, 
director of alumni relations.

Terri Travers came to Juniata to get a great 
education and to play guard on the 
women’s basketball team. After her fresh- 
man year, however, she found she didn't 
enjoy playing the game as she did in high 


school. Rather than 
leave the team, she 
decided to serve as 
student assistant coach 
and co-captain, an 
athletic career change 
that led to her being 
awarded the Sears 
Directors Cup 
Postgraduate 
Scholarship. 

The scholarship, 


awarded by the National Association of 
Collegiate Directors of Athletics for service 
and academic achievement, provides 
$5,000 that can be applied to any graduate 
school the student chooses. Terri was one 
of four Division III students nationally to 


receive the award. 


“Not playing was very different for me, 
but I think I broughta critical eye to the 
team,” she says. “I think I could relate well 
to where the coaches were coming from 
and where the team was coming from.” 

The switch from playing to coaching 
didn’t gain her any free time. If anything, 
coaching required even more of a time 
commitment. She believes her psychology 
POE helped her adapt to her role. “It 
helped me see how people work together 
and how different situations can have 
repercussions beyond what you expect.” 

Two repercussions from Terri’s coach- 
ing experience have had a great outcome. 
She will start graduate school at George 
Washington University in the fall, study- 
ing organizational sciences, and she plans 


to continue coaching. 


“Td eventually like to go into a busi- 
ness situation after graduate school,” she 
says. “Eventually, I'd like to coach women’s 
high school basketball. I wouldn't be 


happy without coaching.”

Top TEACHER TESTERS 


Students in the teacher preparation 
program at Juniata College scored 
well above the Pennsylvania state 
average in all areas of the teacher 
education certification tests and the 
college's education department as a 
whole was rated in the top 25 percent 
of higher education programs across 
the state, according to the 
Educational Testing Service (ETS), 
which administers and scores the test.
